“| ledge, near Greenville. 


The circumstances were 
as idllows : 
the car which supplies the mill with quartz from 
the ledge,: The rock from ‘the, main tunnel) is 
dumped into a chute, at:the end of which is a 
gate, which, when opened, lets the tock ‘empty 
into the car, which is run under it. The cliute 
is a long one, and very often the quartz lodges 
before it reaches the gate, which was the case in 
this instance. After allthe quartz at the gate 


had been emptied into the car, Gordon took a. 


crowbar and went into the chute to loosen the 
rock and let it down. He succeeded in doibg ‘80, 
but before he could escape the large ‘mass _ which 
had accumulated above, came down and caught 
kim. The feeder at the mill, having run out of 
rock, went into the tunnel to see what ;was the 
matter. He found the car partly filled, and while 
looking around, heard some one groan. . He gave 
the alarm immediately, and several of the work- 
men went into the chute, where they found Gor- 
don, every portion uf his body except the head, 
buried in the quartz. He was alive and:spoke to 
them. He did not complain of being ‘in much 
pain. The men placed some plank in such a po- 
sition as to keep the rock from falling upon ‘bis 
head, and then commenced shoveling and pick 
ing it away, which they finally succeeded, in 
doing, but when they lifted the body out life was 
extinct. None of the bones jin his body were 
broken. His injuries were internal. He had 
probably been in the position in which he was 
found for five or six hours. Deceased was about 
fifteen years of age. He has a mother and -s:ater 
living at Sawpit Flat. He was a step-son of Mr. 
J. Duncan, of that place. His funeral, which 
was on Tuesday last, was attended by a large 
concourse ef citizens, and by the members: of 
Greenville Lodge of Good Templars, of which he 
was a worthy member, who assisted in paying the 
last solemn rites in honor of their deceased 
brother. : 


P. S.---We are sorry to be dapaiaa | to state 
the fact that no notice of the accident was sent 
to Gordon’s relatives at Sawpit, until Thursday 
last, two days after the deceased was buried. — 
Some one was at fawt in not notifving them of 
the fact as soon as the accident occured.

Cotrell, the man who got lost in going from 
Buck’s Ranch to his cabin on Bear Creek, and 
was out in the storm for four days and three 
nights—an account of which appeared in our last 
week's issue,—was brought to our tewn in one of 
Garland’s slcighs, for the purpose of being placed 
under the charge of Drs. Cate and Vaughan. The 
circumstances in regard to his gettiag lost, 
nearly the same as published last week, therefore 
it is useless to repeat them. Both of ‘Mr. Co- 
trell’s feet are badly frozen, and after comsultation 
Drs. Cate and Vaughan concluded that.it woald 
be necessary to atuputate about one half of each 
of the feet. The flesh was mortifying and they 
applied poultices so.as to get the balance of the 
flech in as healthy condition as possible before 
the operation should be performed. ‘A large 
number of our citizens called upon Cofrell, and 
among them were two or three that had heard 
of magical cures being performed by @ certain 
China doctor living at Silver Creek, who they 
thought could save both of the fect. The China- 
man wassent for and came down. He states 
that he can “cure ’em all up in sixy week, so 
can walk all same as well man.” He asks $400 
for his services, but if he does not cure he is to 
have no pay. The Drs. being willing that the 
Chinaman should try nis powers as a healing 
physician, made no objection, and the contract 
was made, and the Chinaman bas commenced. to 
try his skill. Hf he succecda in performing ‘all 
that he has promised, it will’be truly. wonderful. 
Time will tell. After hearing Mr. C.’s: account 
of his experience during the time he was: lost, it 
seems almost miraculous how he e&caped from 
perishing. He had nothing to eat or drink du- 
ring the time. He did not allow himself to, go 
to sleep or get drowsy, and was caught atid butied 
in two snow-slides, but extticated himielf. ‘He 
crossed the road between Bucks and ‘the Toll 
House several times, and the Expresstman that 
came through saw his tracks'and informed parties: 
at the Toll House that some, one was lost, and 
they'started out after him, but Cotrell had reach- 
ed home before they found him. We hope that 
he may regain the use of his feet, but we carinot 
but think that itis very doubtful.
